Wounded tho Engineer-Got 


no Plunder. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 24.— The At 


lantic express on the Oregon Railroad 
and Navigation line which left here at 
8:15 o'clock last night was held up by 


four masked men an hour later ucur 
Corbctt station, -1 miles east of this 


city. One of the robbers was shot and 


killed by Express Messenger Fred Korucr 
and Engineer Olie Barrett was seriously 
wounded by the same bullet. After the 
shooting the robbers fled without secur- 
,ing any booty. 


Two of the highwaymen boarded the 


train at Troutdnli-, a station IS 
cast of here and after tho train had got 
under way they crawled over tho tender 
nnd covering the engineer and firenian 
with revolvers, told them to stop at the 
mile post 21 which is near Corbett sta- 
tion. When the train slowed up two 
iv.ore men appeared. Two of the robbers 


compelled the engineer to leave the cab 
nnd accompany them to the express car 
while the others watched the fireman 
The men carried several sticks of dyna- 
mite and when they came to the bag 
pige car thinking thai, it was the ex- 
press car threw a stick at the door. Ex 
piess Mepseugi-r Korner heard the cxplo 
eion and immediately secured his rifle 
and ope-ned fire. The bullet pierced the 
heart of one of the robbers and went 
through his body, entered the left breast 
of Engineer Barrett who iiad been or- 
dered by the robber to walk in front oi 
him while approaching the baggage ear 
but who jumped behind just before the 
express messenger 
iired. The body o" 


the dead robber was left behind and tin 
wounded engineer was 'brought to thi 
city. After

three robbers lied without securing anj 
booty. 


Sheriff Story and four deputy sheriff 


who are seeking the bandits, have smal 
hope of capturing the robbers, as th 
country on both sides of the Columbir 
river along whkh the holdup occurred i 
rough and heavily timbered. It is sup 
posed they took a boat which they 1m

moored in tho river. 


Shortly after the arrival of the slier

The 
bandit said his name was Jim Conner 
and that he is from Portland, but refu's- 
cs to tell the names of the other bandits 
or where they went.

"This demand had no effect, and the 


bandits took the dynamite poles from 


hands and placed them against the 


door of the car after lighting long fuses.

As soon as the sound of the explosian 


had died away, I was ordered to go 
.head of the party back toward tho car. 
Instead of obeying orders I stepped be- 
hind a rather slender man, one of the 
bandits, and tho fireman followed. The 
taller man was in the rear. We were 
twenty feet from the express,car when 
the messenger fired and killed the rob- 
ber in front of me. The bullet, we af- 
terwards found, went through his heart 
and then struck me in the left shoulder. 


'As 1 felt the bullet strike me I call- 


ed to the taller man that I was shot and 
that my left arm had gone. The tall 
man told me it was all right; that I 
might go back to the engine with the 
fireman and go ahead. We examined the 
small man first, however, and found he 
was killed."

Falk of the First Wisconsin Infantry, 
which' has been detailed to attend the 
camp of instruction at West Point, Ky., 
in an interview today severely scored 
the business men of Milwaukee for their 
attitude regarding the National Guard. 
Fnlk said that men connected with tho

iPIDEMIG NOT SERIOUS 


Typhoid Fever Cases Said Not to 


be Severe-No New Cases 


.Reported. 


There are no new developments in the 


typhoid fever1 epidemic today. Health 
Officer Pfistcr reports that no additional 
cases have been reported. Xone of the 
cases 
are 
of a very serious 
nature. 


Whether they originated from the uso of 
impure milk has not been determined. 
Samples of milk are in the- hands of ox- 
per chemists at Milwaukee, but a report 
has not yet been received nnd none are 
expected for some time. Attention has 
been directed to water used for cows on 
tho farms. Examinations of water on 
the particular farm from which milk is 
delivered does not show a very bad state 
of impurity. Typhoid fever is not con- 
sidered a contagious disease and there 
ore many cases in the city never report- 
ed to the health office. 
Up to date there 


hiive been but throe deaths during sev- 
eral months past of persons suffering 
with the disease. 


ST. PETERSBURG, 
Sept. 24.— The 


Russian government' has issued an offi- 
cial note reiterating that the attitude 
of the powers in 1'cgard to the Austro- 
Russian reform scheme for Macedonia 
is unchanged and that, 
consequently, 


neither Turkey nor Bulgaria can expect 
supjjort-from any quarter in the event 
of o'pen or secret resistance to thet 
scheme. 
• 


The government after pointing out 


that the suggested reforms -were at tho 
outset attended with good results, con- 
tinues: "These, however, did not sat- 
isfy 
Macedonian 
committees, 
which 


have sprung up in the Slav states. 
The probability which had become ap- 
parent that the Christian 
population 


would calm down under the influence of 
reforms deprived these committees of 
all favorable ground for the reaction 
of their revolutionary 
plans. 
While 


proclaiming that their object was the 
protection 
of 
their 
co-religionists 


against . Turkish oppression, these com- 
mittees in reality geek to attain their 
sclfiih aim of modifying the administra- 
tive'- system in the province so as to con- 
verti it into a Bulgarian Macedonia, to 
(.he detriment of the rights and privi- 
leges of the other Christian 
peoples, 


whqge interest-is equally dear to.o'rtlip- 
dox Russm. ' As the leaders found no 
support among the non-Bulgarian ele- 
ment in Macedonia, they 'exerted ihem- 
f elves to raise n general insurrection by 
cruel outrages and terrorism to hin- 
der the introduction of the projected re- 
forms. Unhappily in spite of the pre- 
cautions of the Soda government, the 
Macedonian agitation spread consider- 
ably in Bulgaria itself, llnding support 
among those who mistakenly reckoned 
that the outbreak thus caused would 
com|tcl Russia to alter her program and 
proclaim herself the champion of the 
unrealizable plans of the leaders of the 
revolution. This fatal conception rigainst 
which Russia advanced warnings has 
brought upon the Christians In the 
Turkish vinlayets grievous oppression, 


ill only end when the incursion 


of insurgents from Bulgaria and the rev- 
olutionary. activity of the committees 
cease. Not until then can the imme- 
diate application of reforms needed by 
the population and by which they can 
be protected from Turkish atrocities be 
insisted upon the most energetic meas- 
ures having failed to bridle tho fanati- 
cism of tho Mussulmans. 


In view of the thickening complica- 


tions the Russian and Austrian govern- 
ments have reiterated their views to 
this effect both at Sofia and at Con- 
stantinople and acting on the sugges- 
tion of Austria and Russia, all the gov- 
ernments of powers which signed the 
treaty of Berlin have instructed their 
representatives to Turkey and Bulgaria 
to emphasize their 
full unanimity in 


the Austro-Russian work of pacifying 
the Balkans, so as to remove all mis- 
conceptions of possible assistance in 
the 
event 
of dangerous enterprises. 


These representatives have been 
in- 


structed to make a declaration to the 
governments of Turkey and Bulgaria 


Sofia, since Bulgaria, in answering, re- 
quires Turkey to. ceaae mobilizing, stop 
the massacres and withdraw her troopa 
from near tho frontier before she will 
consider the proposals. 


BATTLE STILL IN PROGRESS. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 24.—The 


battle of Kresna Pass, according to the 
latest advices received here, is still in 
progress. The insurgents aro successful- 
ly holding strong positions and their 
casualties are slight only n score being 
killed or wounded^ while the Turks, up 
to tho present, have lost flvo officers 
and 320 men killed or -wounded. 


Part of the British Mediterranean 


squadron has arrived at Suda Bay, 
Island of Crete, and is held in readiness 
in coso of developments in the Balkan 
situation. 
1 SIX HUNDRED TURKS KILLED. 


SOFIA, Sept. 24.—According to a tele- 


gram received here today, Kcstendil, 
(43 miles from Sofia) six hundred Turks 
were kill'jd in a fight at Kotchani, Sept. 
18. The Turkish force numbered 7,000. 
After the fight the troops, enraged at 
their losses, pillaged and burned a num- 
ber of Bulgarian villages.

AT >ORT MYER. 


W. W. Jermano, ^ashlngton corre- 


spondent of the Minneapolis Journal, 
has sent that paper an article showing 
the good results of tu« olco law, in 
which he sayp: 


"Statements sent out In tho press dis- 


patches from Washington to the effect 
that the manofacture of oleomargarine 
has been Increasing In the past few 
months and that the output will soon 
be equal to that of last year, are not 
borne out by a careful analysis of the 
returns to the internal revenue bureau. 
As a matter of fact, the high water 
mark of production for tho current fis- 
cal year was reached in December and 
January, In which months more than 
8,000,000 pounds were produced. Since 
that time there has been a gradual 
'ailing off, In April,'the last month for 
which the returns have been made pub- 
lic, reaching oaly 6,250,000 pounds. 
Friends of the oleomargarine bill which 
became a law last session claimed that 
by forcing the manufacturers and deal- 
ore to sell their product for what It 
really Js and not for butter a decrease 
In the output as compared with pre- 
vious years would result, and this ap- 
pears to have been realized. The total 
output for the ten mouths ending April 
80, 1908, was 64,986,181 pounds as 
against 99,302,803 pounds for the corre- 
sponding period of the preceding fiscal 
year, when tile old law was In opera- 
tion and all oleo, colored or uncolored, 
was taxed at the uniform rate of 2 
cents a pound. The decrease In pro- 
duction Is therefore 34,400,622 pounds, 
or 34.6 per cent. Taking it altogether, 
the new oleomargarine Inw from the 
standpoint of protection to the consum- 
er may be said to be a success."

The exercises con- 
clude with u terrific charge down the 
hall, the horses at breakneck speed, 
tlie men yelling Mice demons. When 
within three feet of the visitors' gal- 
lery, they are skillfully pulled up, and 
the column breaks into sets of fours 
and marches out of the hall. 


All this Is difficult enough, but it Is 


nothing to the bnreback exercises that 
follow. The iTOOpers, equipped'In reg- 
ulation uniform, take tlie hurdles as 
gracefully and skillfully as the sad- 
dle bestriding fellows. They are re- 
quired to dismount, vault over tho 
horse nnd remount from the opposite 
side while their steeds are first trot- 
tins and then galloping. Next the men 
are formed In columns of twos and 
take turns in dismounting and vault- 
ing over their own hordes to the backs 
of those rlddon by their partners. 


When this exercise Is over, tho hur- 


dles ar* again brought out and the 
men dismount and vault over tbelr 
horses aa they are taking the Jumps. 
This is Indeed an exacting feat, but It 
IB performed In faultless style by the 
agile cavalrymen. 'With the horses 
still In pairs and one -man managing 
both, his partner vaults to tlie back of 
his horso and, standing, rides over the 
hurdles. Three horses-are then substi- 
tuted for two, and thfe rider, standing, 
manages the three as they top the tim- 
ber. Then four'men take four horses 
abreast over the hurdles, all four men 
standing on the eqnines1 backs. Other 
exercises include lying down with tho 
horses, rising and vaulting over two, 
three, four and even five horses stand- 
ing side to side; 


Attendant.* at these practice drills 


Is necessarily very much restricted 
owfhft to the accommodations of the 
.riding hall. A« a consequence great 
pressure Is brought to bear on the war 
department in order to' secure tickets 
of admission. Not more than SCO In- 
vitations can b« extended far one drill, 
nnd those who receive an invitation 
count Utunselvcs indeed fortunate.

PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 24.—The At- 


lantic express on the Oregon Railroad 
nnd Navigation line which left here at 
8:15 o'clock last night was held up by 
four masked men an hour later near 
Corbctt station, 21 miles east of this 
city. One of the robbers was shot and 
killed by Express Messenger Fred Korner, 
and Engineer Olie Barrett was seriously 
wounded by the same bullet. After the 
shooting the robbers fled without seeur- 
,ing any booty. 


Two of the highwaymen boarded the 


train at Troutdale, a station IS miles 
cast of here and after the train had got 
under way they crawled over the tender 
and covering the engineer and fifentah 
with revolvers, told them to stop at the 
mile post 21 which is near Corbett sta- 
tion. When the train slowed up two 
n,-.ore men appeared. Two of the robbers 
compelled the engineer to leave the cab 
nnd accompany them to the express car 
while the others watched the fireman. 
The men carried several sticks of dyna- 
mite and when they came to the bag- 
gage car thinking that it was the ex- 
press car threw a stick at the door. Ex- 
piess Messenger Korner hoard the explo- 
sion and immediately secured his rifle 
and opened fire. The bnllct pierced the 
heart of one of the robbers and went 
through his body, entered the left breast 
of Engineer Barrett who had been or- 
dered by the robber to walk in front of 
him while approaching the baggage car, 
but who jumped behind just before the 
express messenger fired. The body of 
the dead robber was left behind and the 
wounded engineer waa brought to this 
city. After 
the shooting the 
other 


three robbers fled without securing any 
booty. 


Sheriff Story and four deputy sheriffs 


who are seeking the bandits, have small 
hope of capturing the robbers, as the 
country on both sides of the Columbia 
liver along which the holdup occurred is 
rough and heavily timbered. It is sup- 
posed they took a boat which they had 
moored in the river. 


Shortly after the arrival of the sher- 


iff's posse one of the outlaws was found 
ncnr the scene badly wounded from a 
charge of buckshot in the head. He was 
placed 
on board the sheriff's 
special 


train which returned to Portland. The 
bandit said his name was Jim Conner 
and that he is from Portland, but refus- 
es to toll the names of the other bandits 
or where they went. 


The railroad company has offered a 


$1,000 reward for the arrest of the ban- 
dits. 


Olie L. Barrett, tho wounded engineer, 


who was brought to Portland and taken 
to the hospital this morning told -the 
following story of the holdup: 


"About a mile beyond Troutdale, two 


masked men climbed in 
on the blind 


baggage over the tender and through 
the gangway to the engine covering both 
fireman and myself with their revolvers. 
The}' ordered inc to run the train to the 
21 mile post. 


"At the 21 mile post two other mask- 


ed men came out of the brush and or- 
dered us off the engine. Tlie >andits 
who had been hiding in the brush car- 
ried two long willow poles on the -ends 
of which were sticks of dynamite. These 
wore placed in our hands and the fire- 
man and I were ordered to go back to 
the express car and order the messenger 
to opeii tho door. If he did not we were 
to use the dynamite and blow it open.

SENATOR WHITEHEAD

BLAMES M'GILLIVRAY 


(From The State—A La Follette Organ on the Very Inside.) 


Senator John M. Whitehead of Janesville, in an address at Beloit, last Wed- 


nesday evening, defending himself and his stalwart colleagues, gave to the world 
one state secret which places Senator McGillivray in a position demanding from 
him an explanation, which, if not satisfactorily made, will have a tendency to 
end his political career in Wisconsin.

day evening—Senator Gaveney, Senator Bissel, Senator McPonough, Senator 
Morse, Senator O'Ncil, Senator Whitehead and Senator Moshsr—seven of us 
were pledged to each other and to the aministration senators to organize that 
senate inlhe interest of the administration and when we went to the caucus in 
the senate chamber we had just votes enough to organize that caucus and elect

"As I felt the bullet strike me I call- 


ed to the taller man that I was shot and 
that my left arm had gone. The tall 
man told me it was all right; that I 
might go back to the engine with the 
fireman and go ahead. We examined the 
small man first, however, and found he 
was killed."

l)e Severe-No New Cases 


Reported. 


There are no new developments in the 


byphokl fever' epidemic today. Health 
Officer Pfister reports that no additional 
cases have been reported. None of the 
cases are 
of a very serious nature. 


Whether they originated from the use of 
impure milk has not been determined. 
Samples of milk are in tho hands of ex- 
per chemists at Milwaukee, but a report 
has not yet been received and none are 
expected for some time. Attention has 
been directed to water used for cows on 
the farms. Examinations of water on 
the particular farm from which milk Is 
delivered does not show a very bad state 
of impurity. Typhoid fever is not con- 
sidered a contagious disease and there 
ore many cases in tlie city never report- 
ed to the health office. Up to date there 
have boon but three deaths during sev- 
eral months past of porsous suffering 
with the disease.

The probability which had become o.p- 
parqht that the Christian population 
would calm down under the influence of 
reforms deprived these committees of 
all favorable ground for the realization 
of theni revolutionary plans.

aj|ainst.. Turkish oppression, these com- 
nritiees in reality seek to attain their 
selfish aim of modifying the administra- 
tive'system in the province so as to con- 
vert! it into a Bulgarian Macedonia, to 
the detriment of the rights and privi- 
legis of ^ the other Christian peoples. 
jivhqge interest-is equally dear tg qrtTip- 
dbx Russia. As the leaders found no 
support among the non-Bulgarian ele- 
ment in Macedonia, they'exerted them- 
selves to raise a general insurrection by 
cruel outrages and terrorism to hin- 
der the introduction of the projected re- 
forms. Unhappily in spite of the pre- 
cautipns of the Sofia government, the 
Macedonian agitation spread consider- 
ably in Bulgaria itself, finding support 
among those who mistakenly reckoned 
that the outbreak thus caused would 
compel Russia to alter her program and 
proclaim herself the champion • of the 
unrealizable plans of the leaders of the 
revolution. This fatal conception against 
which Russia advanced warnings has 
brought upon the Christians in the 
Turkish vialayets grievous oppression, 
which will only end when the incursion 
of insurgents from Bulgaria and the rev- 
olutionary, activity of the committees 
cease. Not until then can the imme- 
diate application of reforms needed by 
the population and by which they can 
be protected from Turkish atrocities be 
insisted upon the most energetic meas- 
ures having failed to bridle the fanati- 
cism of the Mussulmans. 


In view of the thickening complica- 


tions tlie Russian and Austrian govern- 
ments have reiterated their views to 
this effect both at Sofia and at Con- 
stantinople and acting on the sugges- 
tion of Austria and Russia, all the gov- 
ernments of powers which signed the 
treaty of Berlin have instructed their 
representatives to Turkey and Bulgaria 
to emphasize their 
full unanimity in 


the Austro-Russian work of pacifying 
the Balkans, so ns to remove all mis- 
conceptions of possible assistance in 
the event of dangerous enterprises. 
These representatives have been in- 
structed to make a declaration to the 
governments of Turkey and Bulgaria 
its follows: 
" 'The present sate of affairs in the 


Turkish vilayet, which- is due to the 
criminal intentions of committees and 
revolutionarj' bands, doefl not alter tho 
attitude of the powers in regard to the 
program of action advanced early in tho 
year by the two powers most inter- 
ested. Consequently neither Turkey nor 
Bulgaria can rely on tho support of any 
power in the event of open or secret 
opposition to the realization of this 
scheme. 
" 'The imperial government hopes this

the massacres and withdraw her troops 
from near the frontier before she will 
consider the proposals. 


BATTLE STILL IN PROGRESS. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 24,—Th» 


battle of Kresna Pass, according to the 
latest advices received here, is still in 
progress. The insurgents are. successful- 
ly holding strong positions and their 
casualties are slight only a score being 
killed or wounded; while the Turks, up 
to the present, have lost five officers 
and 320 men killed or wounded.

Trend ot Arguments in Alaskan 


Boundary Case Shows Cana- 


da's Desire. 


LONDON, Sept. 23.— Attorney Gen- 


eral Finlay concluded his argument in 
behalf of Canada in this 'morning's ses- 
sion of the Alaskan Boundary commis- 
sion. 


The attorney general made it clear 


that Canada wants everything accessible 
io the sea nnd American counsel in 
'ornied the Associated Press that every

;emplatcd a barrier between the Domin 
on and the ocean and that the question 
of territory is not important, providcc 
;he shores and inlets remain in the pos 
session of the United States. 


David T. Watson of Pittsburg, ,o 


counsel of the American side, describee 
ihe purchase of Alaska and stated tha 
the IJnitcd States published in 1367 tho 
map issued by Russia in 1820, one ye'ai 
after the treaty with Groat Britain ant 
;hat no protest was made against 
Boundary therein fixed, either by Grca1 


Britain or by Canada. 


Mr. Watson pointed out that it was 


three years after gold was discovered 
in the Yukon territory that Great Brit 
in made licr first formal notification 
that she would question the title of thp 
United States to the head of iulcts.

was out'was a surprise to every one in 
the court room. 


JETT. NOT AFFECTED. 


The. rending of the verdict did not 


affect Jctt, -but his brother was very 
much depressed, . His mouth quivered 
and he turned pale. 


Just previous to. the -jury's reaching 


an agreement; Judge Osborne, thinking 
that they would not reach a verdict to- 
day, sent for them, intending to call off 
the session for the rest of the day. But 
tlie jury setit-back word that an agree- 
ment had been reached and that it 
would be ready to report a finding to 
the court within five minutes. 


Elijah McKinney served as foreman, 


nnd after delivering the verdict to the 
court, tho jury was polled. The death 
sentence was then read to Jctt by 
Clerk T. J, Robinson, after which he 
was given over to the custody of the 
deputy sheriffs. 


For four ballots eleven jurors voted 


for the death penalty and one for- a 
life sentence. All agreed on the fifth 
ballot. 


This has been the second trial of Cur- 


tis Jett on the charge of murder. In the 
first trinl for the murder of J. B. Mar- 
cum at Jackson. Ky., Jett and Thomas 
White were sentenced to life imprison- 
ment.

held a number of conversations with 
Hanson. To a reporter the night he wns 
arrested, .he admitted he was a crook, 
that he had worked at tho Elkhorn fair 
and had a couple of jobs fixed here when 
the chieg of police picked him up. 


Another complication was added 
to 


the case this afternoon when Mrs. Bals- 
ley of North Cape, and her father J. C. 
Hanson, called at the jail and posith-ely 
identified Bryan as the man who mtiy 
have picked the pocket of Mr. Hanson 
of $314 at the Elkhorn fair. Mrs. Bals- 
ley at once picked Bryan out of the sev- 
eral prisoners in the jail as, the man. 
She accused him of taking the money 
and he said ho had spent it; then she 
asked, for the certificates of deposit and 
Bryan answered that he did not know 
what had become of them, tn the next 
breath he denied ever having been at 
Elkhorn and never saw the town. Mrs. 
Balsley snid she would know him in a 
hundred and described how he was dres- 
sed, even to. a grey overcoat, stiff hat 
and dark clothes. Mrs. Balsley inter- 
viewed the district attorney this after- 
noon nnd'wanted him to take some kind 
of action in regard to the matter. She

nore settled home, and social condition 
•ft «lsts in the cast. Still as a rulo it 
mtgM bo understood that the applica- 
tions of tho methods of Mrs. Sage would 
aonducc even in the wild and wooly west 
fa attain to more satisfaction and more 
harmony in the domestic problem. 


But the secret of Mrs. Sage is what 


will interest a great majority of people, 
and right here, it can be stated, that 
there is no intention to imagine people 
have been indifferent purposely, or in- 
eonsidornte intentionally, and still many 
good people have not perhaps exercised 
that judiciousness tending to attach oth- 
ers to them. But listen to Mrs. Sage.

'I treat thorn well' is in reality giving no 
answer at all to the nuesMon. Ideas as 
to treating servants well are very divers- 
ified. 
I know a woman 
who • ordered 


coffee served every morning to her laun- 
dress in bed, let her use one of the fam- 
ily carriages to ride about in, gave her 
n good room and paid her high wages. 
The result was the laundress left her. 


'"Kindness to servants does not mean 


a carriage nor luxury. It certainly does 
not mean coffee in the morning, Pew of 
the proper kind 
of mistresses allow 


themselves that luxury, unless they are 
really ill. Kindness means simply a lit- 
tle consideration for the feelings of tho 
servant, comfortable quarters and good 
food. Tho mistress who does this need 
have little to fear about 
keeping her 


servants. 


"You cannot expect human beings to 


live like animals. You cannot put them 
In rooms devoid of furniture .of guiltless 
even of a window, perhaps, and expect 
faithful service. You cannot feed them 
t.pon food you yourself would not touch. 
You cannot expect them to work,seven 
days a week without the slightest oppor- 
tunity for rest or recreation. When 
you do, you find that your servants 
will not stay with you as some people's 
do . 


"I have known and every one knows 


of many excellent Servants Who prefer 
smaller wages in a well ordered family, 
where their comfort is part of the house- 
hold scheme, to working for another 
family where the wages are higher, but 
the life of the servants is utterly 
ig- 


nored. 


"There would be little in the servant 


problem if our families were more do- 
mestic, and if the mistress of tho home 
took more interest in its affairs." 


HOW OPINIONS 


Good men differ and at times men's 


minds are astray to know exactly what 
is for the best or what is the best. Here 
is the Turk, familiarily known to most 
people a» tho "unspeakable Turk," and 
just now being most severely denounced

Would he 
knowingly invest the money of his own 
or of the people and risk the lives of 
those engaged in the labors of unearth- 
ing the antiquities if. not assured the 
supposed "unspeakable" was held in re- 
straint by a stronger power than het 


• THE POST PAHCISI, AGITATION. 
. .The open opposition of the Michigan 
state association of business men against 
the introduction of the parcels post sys- 
tem in this country introduces an ele- 
ment, senators And 
congressmen are 


charged with not having paid sufficient 
attention to in the past. In this matter 
there are .elements to be considered and 
they must be considered before tho mat- 
ter is finally disposed of. The tires is 
the interest of the great express com- 
panies which will of course either have 
to reduce prices or suffer even grenter 
reductions in their business. But as the 
express companies can not ..be snitl 
to 


have seriously considered the interests 
of tlie masses of citizens, especially in 
their last raise, this factor may be dis- 
pensed with on this ground. The second 
element is tho saving to be effected by 
many people In sending packages and'the 
conveniences to the public in making 
purchases of the mail order houses and 
department stores of the big eit'ies. The 
third element is that of paying consider- 
ation to the mass of stores in the smal- 
ler class of cities a.nd the toWrts, who in 
conveniences to the,people will Without 
question suffer great losses. These los- 
es in trade will of cdurso affect other in- 
terests dependant upon the' stores, and 
entire communities will as time- passes 
suffer most material reductions in their 
business. 


It 
would 
seem 
that 
however, 


some may feel about ignoring the express 
companies in this parcel post business, 
that most people would regard it as an 
irtimense price to pay, to get even with 
the express people and enrich the great 
stores of the cities at the cost of their 
own communities. 


Tlie government now through the free 


rural mail routes has established an in- 
valuable System for the o.hancement of 
the interests of the city stores and city 
business interests. It not only carries 
tho mails daily, but instructs the car- 
riers they may act as agents, and even 
further the government orders the list 
of patrons of these routes to be made 
public at every' postoffiee concerned. 
This is sufficient care a majority of peo- 
ple will say on the part of the govern- 
ment for* the business interests of the 
cities. The interests "of the smaller mer- 
chant and jobber, the governuicnt seem- 
ingly has no concern for, and now the 
latest, tile parcels post, will certainly in- 
flict a most disastrous blow upon the re- 
tailers in the smaller cities and country 
towns. 


It is an alarming fact that thecountry 


voters pay scttnt attention to the inter- 
ests of their daily life. For political and 
other purposes, for interests of combina- 
tion trade interests, of syndicates, their 
legislators , apparently are 
most con- 


cerned. It is time tho plain, common, 
but invaluable citizen should make it 
Clearly understood he is to bo consider- 
ed in the annual distribution of official 
pie, and at any rate the 
fatness of 


things shall not be diminished for him', 
tho filling taken out of the pie and 
the hard crust nlone loft. 
Tho moral 


is business matters so to speak shall not 
be so refined, the dividends mostly go to 
the cities.

the best thing to do to be.utilizing quib- 
bles that plain mandates of the law be 
set aside. One of these being the re- 
quirement of government bonds being 
deposited as basis of circulation and of 
tho 
securing 
of 
government 
de- 


posits. 
In this feature the secretary 


set aside the provision, under the insist- 
ence through the phrasing, something 
different than government bonds might 
be used. Then again it is the reported 
sequestration 
of something 
around 


$40,000,000, Which in one way are of 
course in the treasury, and yet in an- 
other way are not in tho treasury. The 
secretary it seems constructively has 
held these millions in such inp-nner that 
they have not in fact been recorded in 
the treasury books, therefore being not 
a part of the regular cash, he mny use 
these millions as minded as making a 
pftrt of the government deposits in the 
national banks. 


It is now known that matters are 


working out differently. Some of these 
banks instead of calling for deposits ap- 
plied for permission to retire their cir- 
culating notes, thus gaining possession 
of their government bonds from 
tlie 


treasury and selling them tit a premium 
to other banks desirous of utilizing the 
two per cents as a basis for deposits. 
The law permits the retirement of not 
exceeding in all of $3,000,000 per month 
and touch more than this '$3,OOOfOQO has 
been applied for this month. It is an 
endless chain, some banks surrendering 
currency, and selling bonds, and others 
buying the bonds back as security for 
government circulation 
and 
deposits. 


The advance in the bonds Was caused by 
the report of the $40,000,000 dangling 
at Washington to be used with the 
banks, and banks not caring for gov- 
ernment deposits for which bonded se- 
curity must be given or for their note 
circulation, sold bonds for the sake of 
the premium. 


All things considered it would be bet- 


ter that the government left 
things 


alone and insist upon n compliance with 
the terms of the laws rather than open 
up avenues for evasions. There may be 
other secretaries and 
administrations 


with different motives actuating. 


OIMSB JIOA.DWAYS. 


The oiling of roadways for tlie pur- 


pose of. adding to the comfort of trav- 
eling thereon has mads some progress 
of late in the west. It has been dis- 
covered that roads which have been 
oiled do not require sprinkling, but 
more than one coating o! oil must be 
made made. It must be repeated at in- 
tervals, though as the roadway is more 
ftnd more bound together by action of 
the oil, the necessity 
for oiling bo- 


come less. The department of Agricul- 
ture has llod an agent in the districts 
where oil has been used on the roads 
and experiments made by the biH'eua it- 
self as well. Mineral oil Was used of 
course, and tho results well noted. 


The report of a special commission- 


er of the department says in part: 


"It was found that when oil was ap- 


plied it immediately began to bind to- 
gether all tho loose pftftieles constitut- 
ing the road surface*, whether -.'clay", 
sandy loam, loose sand, gravel or the 
fine materials on the. top of the maca- 
dam.

ing teams could trot with ease, and the 
same pair of horses pull tw<- and one- 
hsvlf tons ,more comfortably thmx they 
formerly did one ton.

fully obtained immediately, "But they 
never failed to follow persistent .treat- 
ment with oil. At first while this oil-

Ex- 
ports' to Canada crossed the $100,000,000 
line in 1001. In 1902 they were $100,000,- 
000,'in 1003, $123,472,416. The figures of 
growth in the exports from the United 
States to Canada are especially interest- 
ing in view of the faflt that the Cana- 
dian tariff has given to the products and 
manufacturers of the United Kingdom 
and most of her colonies a reduction ot 
12% per cent in the tariff rates since 
April 1897, 25 per cent, from August, 
1SOS, to July 1, 1000, and 
since that 


date a reduction of 33 per cent." 


Thus we have a favorable balance of 


trade against Canada of: $80,812,000 and 
there is every reason for believing this 
balance will be further increased. With 
a reciprocating tariff this trade with 
Canada would be largely agumented to 
the detriment of other countries now re- 
ceiving n, considerable portion 
of 
the 


trade of Canada.

BOSTON, Sept. 23.—At. the conven- 


tion of the Carriage Builders; National

The blaze started at 2 o'clock in the 


morning in the lumber yard and from 
a]'! that the authorities can learn was 
ihe work of a former employe of the 
mill who was recently discharged. The 
man has disappeared, but it is thought 
that he will be arrested in a few days 
as the sheriff lias been notified and the 
authorities have a clue'as to his present 
whereabouts. 


The fire spread rapidly to all parts of 


the yard and soon the mill and store 
ivere in flames. One man was asleep in 
the store and the watchman had much 
trouble itt waking him up. It' was im- 
possible to get out 'Of the door, so that 
the man was forced to dash out of a 
window dressed only in his night clothes. 
He was burned and severely cut by brok- 
en glass. AH of the inhabitants of the 
village turned out and fought the fire, 
mi to no avail and it raged until it 
burned itself out this afternoon.

band has no right to receive the mail 
addressed to his wife against her 
wishes. 


"As to the mail addressed to the 


children, the father has tile priorl 
right to receive it unless there be 
some particular circumstances in the 
case 
which, 
the Department might 


take Into consideration on a state- 
ment of the facts being presented."

The Copper Range. 


Calumet, Mich,, is in: the center of 


Vhc copper mining country. The cop- 
per range, as it Is called, extends in a

sixty-live and- seventy miles In length 
and from three to seven miles-wide. 
Copper is found 
at depths 
ranging 


from a few feet below the surface to 
0,000 or 7.000 feet in depth. Copper 
is distinguished under several diffet-pnt 
names, by the miners, as It is found in 
the ore, us follows for instance; rnala- 
eonlte, meaning black copper; nznrire, 
blue copper; chalcopyrite, copper mica 
ar pyrites; tetrahedrite, gray copper; 
malachite, green copper;-bornlte, varie- 
gated copper; cuprite, red copper. The 
thickness of the various veins of cop- 
per as it is found at different depths 
varies from a few feet up to twenty 
feet and more. It takes an Immense

The postal service offers opportuni- 


ties for the young men rarely to be 
found in any other line of industry. 
These positions are all under the civil 
service and

ment. The examination! for admittance 
Jscompuratlvely easy,partaking of the 
common school branches, geography, 
arithmetic, spelling, writing, grammar 
and the rending of addresses on enve- 
lopes. When one enters the service he 
is advanced as his ability permits. Aclr 
vancenwuts to salary occur each year. 
Or-; starts with a small salary and 
within a short time 
ho receives a 


hmxlsouie Jump sum each month or 
each linlf month as the custom of pay- 
ing may be. 


The law provides for an 'annual vaca- 


tion each year and. the., pay goes on. 
A clerk is entitled to fifteen, working 
days, whereas a letter carrier receives 
one half, of a month. 


The postal service is doing Its ut- 


most to better the conditions of a clerk 
and a carrier. The carriers are al- 
ready classified and are allowed to 
work eight hours a clay and no more. 
The clerks ni-e as yet not classified. 
But it will not toe long before a clerk 
will work the same length of time as 
a carrier does ifo'W. The time of the 
various clerks In the country Is now 
being very carefully - recorded In an- 
ticipation, of reducing the time each 
cleric devotes to his work.

W. W. Jermane, ^ashington corre- 


spondent of the Minneapolis Journal, 
has sent that paper an article showing 
the good results of the oleo law, in 
which he says: 


"Statements sent oat la the press dis- 


patches from Washington to the effect 
that the manufacture of oleomargarine 
has been Increasing in the past fuw 
months and thnt the output will eoofl 
be_ equal to that of last year, are not 
borne out by a careful analysis of the 
returns to the Internal revenue bureau. 
As a matter of fact, the high water 
mark of production for the current fis- 
cal year was reached In December anfl 
January, in which months more than 
8,000,000 pounds were produced. Since 
that time there has been a gradual 
falling off, in April, the last month for 
which the returns have been made pub- 
lic, 
reaching oialy 6,250,000 pounds. 


Friends of the oleomargarine bill which 
became a law last session claimed that 
by forcing the manufacturers and deal- 
ers to sell their product for what it 
really la and not for butter a decrease 
In the output as compared with pre- 
vious years would result, and this ap- 
pears to have been realized. The total 
output for the ten months ending April 
30,. 1908, was 64,986,181 pounds as 
against 99,362,803 pounds for the corre- 
sponding period of the preceding fiscal 
year, when the old law was in opera- 
tion and all pleo, colored or vmcolored, 
was taxed at the uniform rate of 2 
cents a pound. The decrease in pro- 
duction is therefore 84,456,622 pounds, 
or 34.6 per cent. Taking It altogether, 
the new oleomargarine law from the 
standpoint of protection to the consum- 
er may be said .to, be a success." 


Ropy Milk. 


Concerning this -trouble, which ig 


caused-by an outside germ which gets 
Into the milk after- it is drawn, Profess- 
or Farrington recommends the follow- 
ing: 
* 


The best way to overcome this trou- 


ble Is to carefully wash, the cow's udder 
and brush-ber legs, afterward drying 
both with a clean towel; then the milk- 
er should wash his hands, thoroughly 
steam the pall Into which he milks and, 
after throwing away the first streams 
of inilk drajvn, milk the cow with dry 
hands into this clean pnl). The milk 
should be protected as carefully as poa- 
aible from dust and then strained Into 
the cans In which it is to be transport- 
ed or In which Jt is set for cream rlsin.i.'. 
The strainer cloth, carrying cans nm! 
separator, if one is used, should tic 
given an extra washing nnd Kcnl.-ling.in 
order to destroy any of tln.-sc germs 
which hnv:' be«n the CiiiiHi; of tho ropy 
milk. There Is no doubt, that tills trou- 
ble may be overcome in this way, nnd 
the success one has in doing it will de- 
pend entirely on bow carefully he pro- 
tects the milk from tlie germs, which 
must get Into the inilk after it Is drawn 
from the cow. 


No ProceaH Butter In Canadm. 


The Dominion parliament has passed 


a bill making it illegal to manufacture 
process butter in Canada, it Is said. 
Hou. Sidney Fisher, minister of agri- 
culture, who fathered the measure, 
claimed that the manufacturers of the 
process butter exported It from Canada 
and tluvt its snjn in other countries 
would tnj'ii-p the Canadian trade in 
good biittiir. Tie Is of the opinion that 
Canadian (Jfljry products are bound to 
reach a high standard in England and 
that If Canadians wish to capture that 
market n first class article will have to 
be produced.

OUR ARMY'S FINEST TO BE FOUND 


AT 'FORT MYER. 


Hotv tlie I*icl£ctl ' Troopn of Rider* 


Are Trained Kor the BiB. Spriuff 
Tournament In 3fe*r Iforlt— RemMlc- 
Able Feat* of HorHenu 


[Special Correspondence.] 


JTort Myer, Va., April 6.— For the 


past four months there baa oeen ereat 
aettvlty at the military post here In 
preparation for the great tournament 
in Madison Square Garden, New York, 
during the latter part of April. The 
army is tp be represented at the tour- 
nament by a troop and. battery, the 
teams to be selected from the best 
drilled organizations at the various 
posts. Naturally the commanding oflV 
cere at each fort are anxious to have

their teams chosen, and difficult drlili 
and intricate evolutions have, been for 
B long time the order of the day. 


Of those which will pnrtlcipnte in the 


exhibition probably the most favored 
Is the composite troop ,of/the Second 
cavalry, wnlch has. :beeii exercising 
here. This is not the only division of 
the Second cavalry being prepared for 
the tournament, but it is the,one that 
has attracted the greatest attention, 
owing largely to the fact that it is lo- 
cated so near Washington, The com- 
posite troop has for its commander 
Captain Lloyd M. Brett, a veteran who 
is recognized as one of the best caval- 
ry officers in the service. The troop it- 
self is made up of details from Troops 
F, H, G and E and will be divided into 
two sections. 


The 
first 
section will be 
fully 


equipped, but the second will dispense 
iritli saddles and use blanket and sur- 
<-£i;;lo instead; hence it will be known 
asTJthe bareback section. The first will 
perform the evolutions provided in the 
regulations for mounted troops, v, hite 
tlie "bareback" men will give these 
find a few additional. Both sections 
have been drilling hard in the riding 
hall, and both arc almost ready for the 
competition to determine the team for 
Madison Sqnare Garden. 


A visitor tn the. riding hall while a 


drill Is in progress cannot but be im- 
pressed by tlis wonderful proficiency 
attained by these cavalrymen. The 
saddle troop goes through its paces 
first. Various foramtions are shown, 
and finally "troop front" is ordered. 
The men then k'lid their horses out un- 
til there is a space of about six paces 
between each two men. Sabers are 
drawn, and the fascinating saber drill 
follows, the.men going through the 
successive movements in perfect uni- 
son and without a word of ortmriand. 
At the end of the saber drill the com- 
mand to lie down comes, nnd In an in- 
stant every horse is thrown by its rider 
without dismounting. When the horses 
ore again on their feet, a cotillon is 
formed, the band plays, and the horses 
go through the complicated steps of 
the grand march. Hurdles are then 
brought out, and the cavalrymen take 
them four abreast. The exercises con- 
clude with a terrific charge down tlie 
hall, the horses at breakneck speed, 
the men yelling Mice demons. When 
within three feet of the visitors' gal- 
lery, they are skillfully pulled up, nnd 
the column breaks into sets of fours 
and marches out of the hall. 


All this is difficult enough, but it is 


nothing to the bareback exercises that 
follow. The troopers, equipped in reg- 
ulation uniform, take the hurdles ns 
gracefully and skillfully as the sad- 
dle bestriding fellows. They are re- 
quired to dismount, vault over tho 
horse nnd remount from the opposite 
side while their steeds are first trot- 
ting and then galloping. Next the men 
are formed in columns of twos and 
take turns in dismounting and vault- 
ing over their own horses to the backs 
of those ridden by their partners. 


When this exercise Is over, the hur- 


dles ar» agnln brought out, and the 
men dismount and vault orer their 
horses as they are taking the jumps. 
This is indeed an exacting feat, but It 
Is performed In faultless style by the 
agile caTalrymeh. 'With the horses 
still in pairs and one -man managing 
both, MB partner vnnlts to the back of 
his horse and, standing, rides over the 
hurdles. Three horses-are then substi- 
tuted for two, and the rider, standing, 
manages the three as they top the Um- 
ber. Then four men take four horses 
abreast over the bardies, all four men 
standing on the eqninea' backs. Other 
exercises. Include lying down with the 
horses, rising and vaulting over two, 
three, four and even flve horses stand- 
ing side to side; 


Attendance at these practice drills 


Is necessarily very much restricted 
owfhg to the accommodations of the 
.riding hall. As a consequence great 
pressure Is brought to bear on the war 
department in'order to: secure tickets 
of admission. Mot more than 350 In- 
vitations can bs extended for one drill, 
and those who receive an Invitation 
count ttemselves indeed fortunate.
